“It shows’ gratifying sagacity,”’ 
says the same Herr Arthur Dix, ‘‘on 
the part of those who had charge of 
the military prevarations of the war, 
that the advance of our armies

|'tant to keep valuable German min- 
eral wealth free from foreign inva- 
sion, and to occupy such portions of 
_the enemy’s territory as would sup- 
re- 


| sources” (Ibid., p. 38). 

The ‘“strategy.’’ of which the So- 
'cialists now speak in devout whis- 
pers, really begins its activities with 
| the robbery of mineral wealth. 
| The Sccial Democrats tell us that 
the war is a war of defense. But 
_Herr Georg Irmer says clearly and 
distinctly: 


“People ought not to be talking 
as though the German nation had 
come too late for rivalry for world 
economy and world dominion—that 
the world has already been divided. 
Has not the earth been divided over 
and over again in all epochs of his- 

| tory ?”’ (Los von englischen Weltjoch, 
1914, p. 42.) 

.The Socialists try to comfort us by 
telling us that Belgium has only been 
temporarily crushed and that the 
Germans will soon vacate their Bel- 
gian quarters. But Herr Arthur Dix, 
who knows very well what he wants, 
and who has the right and the pow- 
er to want it, writes that what En- 
gland fears most, and expressly so, is 
that Germany should have an outlet 
to the Atlantic Ocean. 


“For this very reason,"’ he contin- 
ues, “‘we must neither let Belgium go 
out of our hands, nor must we fail 
to make sure that the coast line from 
Ostende to the Somme shall not again 
fall into the hands of any state which 
may become a political vassal of 
England. We must see to it that in 
some form or other German influ- 
ence is securely established there.’’ 

In the endless battles between Ost- 
ende and Dunkirk. sacred “strategy’’ 
is now carrying out this program of 
the Berlin stock exchange, also. 

The Socialists tell us that the war 
between France and Germany is 
merely a brief prelude to a lasting 
alliance between those countries. But 
here, too, Herr Arthur Dix shows 
Germany’s cards. According to him, 
“there is but one answer: to seek to 
destroy the English world trade, and 
to deal deadly blows at English na- 
tional ecanomy.” 

“The aim for the foreign policy 
‘of the German empire for the next 
decades is clearly indicated.”’ 
Prof. Franz von Liszt announces. 
“ ‘Protection against England,’ that 
must be our slogan.” (Ein mittel- 
europaischer Staatenverband, 1914, 
p. 24.) 

“We must crush the most treaher- 
ous and malicious of our foes,” cries 
a third. ‘“‘We must break the tyranny 
which England exercises over the sca 
with base self-seeking and shameless 
contempt of justice and right.” 

The war is directed not against

|Czarism, but primarily against En- 


giand’s supremacy on the sea. 

“It may be said,” Prof. Schieh- 
mann confessed, “that no success of 
ours has given us such joy as the de- 
feat of the English at Maubeuge and 
St. Quentin on Aug. 28.” 

The German Social Democrats tel} 
us that the chief object of the war is 
the “settlement with Russia.” But 
plain, straightforward Herr Rudolf 
Theuden wants to give Galicia to 
Russia. with North Persia thrown in. 
Then Russia “would have got enough 
to be satisfied for many decades to 
come. We may even make her our 
friend by it.” 

“What ought the war to bring 
us?” asks Theuden, and then he an- 


swers: 
“The chief payment must be made 
us by France. * * ®: France 


must give us Belfort, that part of

Lorraine which borders on the Mo- 


selle, and, in case of stubborn re- 
sistance, that part as well which bor- 
ders on the Maas. If we make the 
Maas and the Moselle German boun- 
daries, the French will some day per- 
haps wean themselves away from the 
idea of making the Rhine a French 
boundary.”’: 

The bourgeois politicians and pro- 
fessors tell us that England is the 
chief enemy; that Belgium and 
France are the gateway to the 
Atlantic Ocean; that the hope 
of a Russian indemnity is only a 
utopian dream, anyway; that 
Russia would be more useful as 
friend than as foe; that France will 
have to pay in land and in gold— 
and the Vorwarts exhorts the Ger- 
man workers to “hold out until the 
decisive victory is ours.”’ 

And yet the Vorwarts tells us that 
the war is being waged for the in- 
dependence of the German nation, 
and for the liberation of the Russian 
people. What does this mean? Of 
course, we must not look for ideas, 
logic and truth where they do not 
exist. This is simply a case of an 
ulcer of slavish sentiments bursting 
open and foul pus crawling over the 
pages of the workingmen’s press. It 
is clear that the oppressed _ class, 
which proceeds too slowly and in- 
ertly on its way toward freedom 
must in the final hour drag all its 
hopes ay promises through mire 
and bloo@ before there arises in its 
soul the pure, unimpeachable voice 
—the voice of revolutionary honor.

When 
Schwartz, Baur and Hampe ar- 
rived, it was said that nothing could 
be done until Consulting Engineer 
Smith was on hand. On his appear- 
ance, and after much whispering be- 
tween him and Chairman Schwartz, 
the latter announced that “Smith 
was not ready to report.’’

SUFFRAGE NOT YET WON. 


an’s suffrage amendment passed the House of 
Represeritatives fails to justify the optimism of 
the leaders of that cause, who already see the 
senatorial acquiescence at hand and state rat- 
ification coming. On the contrary, it appears to 
indicate that the real struggle is ahead. 

The congressional delegations of 28 states fa- 
| vored the amendment by at least a two-thirds 
majority; the delegations of 12 states opposed it 
| by at least two-thirds, while delegations from the 
‘other eight were about evenly split. On the basis 
of a full attendance when the matter comes up 
‘in the Senate, 64 votes will be required to insure 
pebealantesi. The suffragists must not lose a 
single state that was with them in the House and 
must gain half of the doubtful eight. Yet only

It may be, of course, that the Senators will

GERMANS NEED CIVILIZING., 

Those who are reading the war-time letters 
of the young musician, Christine Cholmondely, 
in the Sunday Post-Dispatch Magazine—and 
everyone should read them—will gather that, 
above all things, the Germans need civilizing. 


| This, in spite of their boasted kultur, which, as 
they themselves confess, 


the world knows ag culture. 

Miss Cholmondely, who was studying the vio- 
lin under a Berlin master, Kloster, in 1914, gives 
some illuminating conclusions of her own as to 
German manners and ideals. But what the mu- 
sician, Kloster, himself said of gis countrymen, 
is more convincing, because he at least must have 
known the German character, especially that of 
the Berlin Junker. He confessed to Miss Chol- 
mondely: 

We are still so near as a nation to the child 
and to the savage. To the clever child, and 
the powerful savage. We like simple and 
gross emotions and plenty of them: obvious 
tastes in our food and our pleasures. and a 
great deal of it; fat in our food, and fat in our 
women. And, like the child, when we mourn 
,we mourn to excess, and enjoy ourselves in 
that excess; and, like the: savage, we are 
afraid, and therefore hedge ourselves about 
with observances, celebrations, cannon, king. 
In no other country is there more than one 
King. In ours we find three and an Emperor 
necessary. The savage who fears all things 
does not fear more than we Germans. We 
fear other nations, we fear other people, we 
fear public opinion to an extent incredible, 
and tremble before the opinion of our serv- 
ants and tradespeople; we fear our own man- 
ners and therefore are obliged to preserve 
the idiotic practice of, duelling, in which as 
often as not the man Whose honor is being 
satisfied is the one who is killed: we fear all 
those above us, of whom there are invariably 
a great many; we foar all officials. and our 
country drips with officials. The only person 
we do not fear is God.

JUST A MINUTE 
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SOCRATES ON EUROPE. 

\OCRATES: What we must appreciate as best we 
s can in the present crisis is the European habit 

* of life. The Europeans do not live as we do, 
and they never have done so. They have boundaries 
dividing them into many contending groups, and prob- 
ably no one has ever given serious thought to what 
would be good for Europe as a whole. In this country 
we think in continental terms, a condition due to the 
absence here of those boundaries which cause the: 
wars of Europe. 

Polemarchus: What about Canada? 

Socrates: Canada illustrates the point very well. 
Canada, like ourselves, is pretty much of a continent. 
She is incapable of little quarrels, just as we have 
proven ourselves within the past three or four years 
to be incapable of war with a little country like Mex- 
ico, Continents do not make war on one another. 
We speak of the yellow peril, but war between Eu- 
rope and Asia is always improbable. On the other 
hand, the Balkan States, each patrolling its borders, 
constitute a human volcano in danger of eruption at 
any moment. , 

Polemarchus: Would you say, then, Socrates, that 
the way to peace in Europe lies in the obliteration qf 
national boundaries? 

Socrates: Certainly. That is the only way in 
which the different groups in Europe can achieve both 
liberty and lasting peace. Did it ever occur to you 
that,- divided in the way Europe is divided, we 
would probably be having war all the time, just as 
She is? 

Glaucon: No doubt of it. 

Socrates: Take the Balkan situation, for instance. 
Isn’t it likely that Colorado, Wyoming, Utah, Ore- 
gon and Montana, each a separate kingdom with its 
own aspirations, would be just as badly off in time 
as the Balkan states have been for so long? 

Polemarchus: I don’t question it. ~- 

Socrates: Certainly not. Central America, as one 
country, would be one thing. As several countries, 
she is another. 

Thrasymachus: Truly. 

Socrates: Then it seems likely that what the rest 
of the world needs badly is a union of all the states 
of Europe without any kings whatsoever. 

Glaucon: It is inevitable. 

Socrates: There could then be nothing worse than 
governors of the different states over the people, 
an amusing general assembly like our own Congress, 
and those terrible legislatures we have in this coun- 
try. 

Glaucon: I imagine Europe would enjoy it. 

Socrates: I know she would. The different repre- 
sentatives and senators from Germany would have to 
be disarmed now and then by the sergeant-at-arms, 
and everytody would have to sit on the Britons once 
in a while; but it would be & vast improvement on 
war. 
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Thrasymachus: It would, indeed. Do you really 
think it will come? 

Socrates: Why not? Haven’t we buried all dif- 
ferences here in America. Didn’t we come here full 
of those same prejudices on which the wars of Eu- 
rope are nurtured, and wouldn’t we be enjoying peace 
and happiness here today if Europe, with her anti- 
quated divisions, had not dragged us into the war? 

Thrasymachus: I like to think so. 

Socrates: You are quite right to think so. How- 
ever, this is a solution of theig problem which. lies 
within the people of Europe themselves. It is not 
something that Wilsonus, for instance, can sug- 
gest, or something he can include ‘in a statement of 
war aims. 

Polemarchus: Hardly. 

Socrates: Then that is pretty well understood. 
Now let us go out and see if we can sell any thrift 
stamps by boarding some of the costlier automobiles.
